I in 1944, Dr. HETHB was in charge of the Theoretloal Division at the Los 
I Alamos Project. Thia division performed the calculations ahead of time

| As a result of tbs Quebec Agreement, England furnished several top 
sclent lata to work in this division. They were about twelve in number, 
and Dr. BBT HE stated that he does not believe that the bomb would have 
been completed as soon as it was without' their assistance. Dr. BBTHB 
personally requested that Ik. RD iaLH^feBil S, of the University of 
Birmingham be assigned to the project. Dr. PKD5RIS accepted with the 
jt stipulation that he faring with .pirn two of his best collaborators (ftr • 
PUGHS and a research man named/ SKIBMB ) • They joined the laboratory, and 
with sons ten American scientists, were assigned to the particular task 
of determining the best way of bringing together parts of materials, so 
that after assembly there would be more than the "critical mass*. Dr* 
BBTHB stated that the name of this group la still classed as restricted 
information due to the fact that their work was about the moat highly 
confidential work dons. As a member of this group , subject was in as , 
vital a position as anyone oa the entire project, and bad access at all 
time# to all parts~cif the laboratory and al l docu ments, except perhaps 
some "top secret* documents. However, Dr. BBTHB stated that this did * 
not mean that he could not examine the "top secret* documents which mere 
necessary to. his work, upon proper plearanoe and . permission. > Ay, 

Dr. HETHB advised that subject lived in a dormitory on the project. He 
had a personal automobile, which he bought secooMiand at this time. 

I He had no particular close friends. Subject worked at Los Alamos under

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the supervision of Dr. BETHB from the stumer of 1944* until January, 

1946, when BETHB left. FUCHS left during the summer. 

In June or July, 1946, subject visited Dr. BETHB at the Oeneral SLectrlo 
Company, Sbhenectady, Hew lark. He was on his way back to England. Dr. 
BETHB recalled that their main toplo of conversation was of a sad acci- 
dent that had occurred at Los Alamos, when DrJSLOTIH was killed by 
radioactivity when one of the reactors ran away. FUCHS attempted to 
calculate why such an accident had happened. He did not spend much time 
at the plant, and did not question Dr. BETHB concerning his work. It 
was Dr. BETHB* s recollection that the subject's slater from Boston came 
to Schenectady to meet him. He stated that he did not meet the sister 
and does not know her name.

Since the above meeting, Dr. BETHB stated that he has seen subject two 
other tlmea One occasion was in England, during the summer of 1943, when 
BETHS spent a day and a half at Harwell.

FUCHS showed him around a bit, and told 
him something of the theoretical work being done there. BETHB was under 
orders of tbs Atomic Energy Commission not to talk of restricted matters, 
and so the conversation was strictly o no-elded.

During the wpring of either 1948 or 1949, subject visited Dr. BETHB, at 
ills invitation, at Ithaca, Hew Tork.
